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YOUNGBLOOD 


This interview, between Carl Wilson and 
Alice, BBFUN President was held on 
May 31, 1982. 


ALICE: What do you want to tell me 
about the album? 

CARL: | feel really good about this 
album. In my estimation, it’s 

better then the first one; It’s a logical 
evolution. There is more energy and 
there was more time put into it.For 
the first album we took four weeks 
of recording and a week of mixdowns — 
on this aloum we worked for eight 
weeks and mixdown was maybe more 
than a week. So, we had a good solid 


seven weeks at least. 
ALICE: It really doesn’t sound like a 


lot of time. 

CARL: It is — we went into Los Angeles 
on January 3rd from Colorado after the 
holidays. | was in Los Angeles for 2 
days, and | went to Jeff Baxter’s house 
for several days. We started recording on 
the 14th of January and we didn’t end 
until one of the last days of March. We 
took two breaks of three days each. We 
went to Palm Springs and stayed at 
Gina’s Mom’s place down there, just to 
get out of town. We recorded one week 
at Caribou for guitar and keyboard over- 
dubs. Really, | don’t think I’ve ever 
worked that hard on anything. 

ALICE: So what you did was put a lot 
of work into eight weeks. Spending a 
lot of time every day. 

CARL: Yes, every day and night. 


ALICE: | listened to it and | enjoyed 

it very much. | thought that some of 
the songs were really hard rock. Would 
you call it hard rock? 

CARL: Some of it’s hard rock; some 
of it’s on the edge of New Wave; some 
is more bluesy. | haven't found a name, 
a label, to put on it — it’s rock and roll 


music. Yet there are some cuts that are 

more laid back, like “Giving You Up,” 

which is the first slow song on the album 

Also, Billy Hinsche wrote a song for me 

called “One More Night Alone.” 

ALICE: The second song that was on 

there, | couldn't help but wonder.... 

CARL: “She's Mine.” 

ALICE: Yes, the guitar part was so 

fine on that...... 

CARL: Yes, Jeff played that — yeah, 

Baxter played guitar all over it. 

ALICE: I was going to ask who that 

was and ask if you were influenced at all 

by Hendrix. 

CARL: I was, | don’t know in my play- 

ing, but | love his records. | know he 

influenced “Right Lane,” the song on 

my first album. 

ALICE: The very first song on the 

album. ... 

CARL: “What More Can | Say”... . 

ALICE: Yes,l listened to it many times. 

CARL: Also the second song, “‘She’s 

Mine” — Nickey Hopkins played piano 

on it and he did a really good job. He

This 
should soon be in the stores, and 
should be getting radio air-play. Please 
call and/or visit each record store in your 
area every day to ask if they have it. 
Please call every radio station every day 
to ask them to play it, and write to 
them frequently. Radio is taken for 
granted by most people, and stations 
rarely get a “thank you.” So, when you 
do hear the song played, be sure to let 
them know how happy it made you. 

High school and college radio stations 
are too often overlooked, so if you know 
of one with the appropriate format, 
please send me its name and address and 
| will personally send them a copy of 
“What You Do To Me.” This goes for 
other stations too that somehow never 
received the record. 

Please enlist your friends to do the 
same. Also, it is helpful to send petitions 
to stations. 

Then, beginning on March 1, | want 
everyone to please start calling and visit- 
ing your Radio Shack outlet to ask for 
Mike Love and Dean Torrance’s album 
Rock and Roll City. Right now it has not 
been determined if there will be a single, 
but please ask radio stations for cuts from 
this album. Again, if a station does not 
have it, please send me the name and 
address of the station, and | will have 
it sent. 

And, around April, we must begin jin 
our efforts all over again for Carl’s album 
Youngblood. 

March and April are going to be very 
important months for promotion. If we 
all work very hard, these albums and 
this single will become hits. The quality 


is there. 
For Southern California members: | 


have an extensive list of names, addresses 
and phone numbers of record stores 
within the 213 area code. This was for 
my own promotional efferts (Yes! You'd 
better believe | do it too!), and | might 
as well pass it along to you. Just drop me 
a line and mark the card or envelope 
“promotion.” 

Promotion is always urgent. Mark all 
mail dealing with this “promotion” very 
conspicuously, and | will give it top 
Priority.

blistered right on through. It was fun 
working with him. Mostly it was Ed 
Green playing drums on most of the 
cuts, Neil Steubenhouse playing bass, 
Jimmy Ingar on keyboards, Elliott 
Randall played guitar on a couple of 
cuts, and Jeff played guitar on several 
cuts, and | played guitar. The only song 
| didn’t play on was “One More Night 
Alone.” Billy Hinsche on electric piano, 
Ingar on acoustic piano, Neil Steuben- 
house on bass, and Ed Green played 
drums. And then on one cut, the song ` 
Myrna and | wrote for the show last ` 
year — have you heard the second 

side yet? 

ALICE: Yes. 

CARL: Oh, you have! Well, that was 
Alan Krigger on drums, and Gerald 
Johnson on bass and my road band play- 
ing on that one. Billy on guitar and — 
John Daley also. 

ALICE: Is that the very first song on the 
second side? | noticed that Myrna really 
came out strong on that one. 

CARL: Yes. You saw my show 

didn't you? ` 

ALICE: Yes, only once at the Roxy. 
CARL: Well,@t goes by pretty quick 
when you only hear it one time. That 
was the song we wrote last year for the 
tour. We wanted to write an opening 
song to kinda set the attitude for 

the show. 

ALICE: So péople have heard this one. 
CARL: Some people will recognize it. 
Naturally, most people won't because | 
played clubs and of course the Doobie 
tour. So maybe several thousand people 
heard it maybe once. 

ALUGE: -The first song on the first side, 
it*sounded to me very much like 

“Hold Me.” 

CARL: Oh, the vocal combination may- 
be. “Hold Me” is much funkier, much 
more laid back tempo. This one’s pretty 
fast. There’s a section where Myrna sings 
a solo and sounds very similar to 

“Hold Me,” 

ALICE: Onf"Giving You Up,” is that 
the third sÉ 

CARL: Yeah. 


ALICE: It sounded like “Heaven” to me. 
CARL: ya it? It’s a slower thing. 

_ ALICE: A fice change of pace. 

CARL: To me, it’s a combination of 
James Taylor and Beach Boys. 





ALICE: Yes, the harmonies sound like 
The Beach Boys. 

CARL: Those singing in the background 
are Timothy Schmitt, Burton Cummings, 
and myself. We also sang on “Young- 
blood” along with Jeffrey Baxter. 
ALICE: That was really good, | really 
did like that. It sounded very much 

like the original, arrangement-wise. 
CARL: It's patterned after it, but it’s 


not supposed to sound like the original 
necessarily. 


ALICE: The fourth song on the first side, 


| couldn't help but wonder if Bruce 
wrote it. 
CARL: No, Billy Hinsche wrote it, 
“One More Night Alone.” It’s a real 
moody tune. | can see how you might 
think Bruce would have something to do 
with that tune. It has that romantic 
quality. | like the way that record 
turned out. You know, | didn’t plan to 
do it. We were up at the ranch and | 
think it was October or November and 
Billy happened to be staying with us at 
the time — and Gina's brother Ricci 
was there also. Ricci went home to Los 
Angeles, Billy stayed, and then Jeff 
Baxter and Myrna came up. We had 
this little music room set up down- 
stairs and we just cranked them out for 
a few days, got to rearranging some of 
it just to see how it would turn out. At 
one point, Billy just popped it on us, it 
was great. | felt really. thankful that 
Billy made up a tune for us. | think 
there’s a group of people that will 
connect with that one. There are a lot of 
people that really like that cut on the 
album. “‘Rockin’ All Over The World,” 
is the last cut on the first side. Glenn 
Brummond over at CBS brought that 
to my attention. | was over in his office 
one day toward the end of last year and 
he played it for me — I thought it was 
feally fun. | was happy the way that 
turned out. The background vocals were 
Timothy Schmidt, Burton Cummings, 
Jeffrey, and Myrna and one of the 
engineers named Cron and | sang 
background. 
ALICE: Who wrote the song? 
CARL: John Foggerty, of Creedence. 
ALICE: A lot of people are going to be 
thinking, when they hear you say the 
guy over at CBS presented the song to 
you, we have quite a few people in the 
club that are excellent songwriters. One 
of our State Reps just wrote and said he 
would have to quit because he’s going 
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A.J. Cohen designed 1983 bumper stickers 
and buttons.

We have some 
that are just outstanding and they write 
and say “What will | do with my demo 
tapes” and | say | don’t know. | don't 
know what to do. 

CARL: Maybe Jerry can help you. | 
obviously couldn't listen to everything, 
but if you ever hear anything and you 
connect it with me when you hear it... 
you think of me when you hear it, send 
it to us at the ranch. 

ALICE: | hate to be the judge — you 
know, it may not be my own personal 
taste but it may be great stuff.

ALICE: Do you actually have a date for 
the album release? ; | 
CARL: Jerry tells me the single will be ` 
released the first week of March and the 
album the beginning of April.

CARL: O.K. We've already gone through 
the first side, which starts with “What ` 
More Can | Say,” then goes to. “She's 
Mine,” then there’s “Giving You Up” 
and then the Billy Hinsche’s song “One 
More Night Alone,” then the John 
Foggerty tune called “Rockin” All Over’ 
The World.” The the second side 

starts with “What You Do To Me,” 
“Youngblood.” The next cut is “Of The 
Times,” the one written by Myrna and `` 
myself, “Too Early To Tell,” “If | Could 
Talk To Love” and the very last song on 
the album is called “Time.” When we 
first started working on this project, the 
first song we wrote was “Time.” 
Actually, it was before we started 
working on the project. We were 

on the road with the Doobies at Virginia 
Beach last year and we had an off-night 
there, so Myrna and | thought, what the 
heck, we'll just write when we check
